Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, moved to so 
into committee of the whole for the 
consideration of the tariff bill.

McKinley 
stated th a t he would endeavor to ( lose 
the general debate Saturday evening. 
T h e committee on ways and means had 
intended to ask tile committee on rules 
to report a resolution limiting the five 
m inute debate to eight days, but bird not 
done so on account of tile absence of Mr. 
Carlisle. 
Mr. Mills of Texas, thought that Hie 
time allowed for general debate was en­ 
tirely too limited 
Two years ago the 
Democrats had conceded twenty-three 
days to general debate. 
All lie could do 
was to remonstrate against the short 
time which was to be allowed for debate. 
Mr. McKinley’s motion was agreed to 
without division, and accordingly the 
House went into committee of the whole 
(Mr. Payson of Illinois iii the chair) for 
the consideration of tile tariff hill. 
On motion of Mr. Mills, the committee 
granted to Mr. McKinley the privilege 
of speaking without limitation of time, 
and a similar courtesy was accorded to 
Mr. Mills, on motion of Mr. McKin­ 
ley. 
Mr. McKinley then took the floor in 
support of tin' bill. 
In the last political 
campaign, the tariff had been the absorb­ 
ing question before the people. It seemed 
to him that no extended discussion 
of the principle was expected or re­ 
quired or necessary under existing con­ 
ditions; for if any one thing was settled 
by the political contest of 1888, it was 
th a t the protective policy, as promul­ 
gated by the Republican party in its 
platform, as maintained by the Repub­ 
lican party through a long series of 
years, 
should 
be 
secured 
in 
any 
legislation 
which was to be had by a 
Congress chosen in this great contest and 
on this mastering issue. 
He interpreted 
(the victory to mean, he interpreted the 
m ajority in this House to mean, he In­ 
terpreted the incumbency of the Presi­ 
dency of the United States by tho pres­ 
e n t Chief Executive, to mean th a t a 
revision of the tariff \*as domanded by 
th e people, and th at 
th a t 
revision 
should be along the line and in full rec­ 
ognition of the principles and purposes 
of protection. 
H e referred to the recommendations 
of the committee as to the internal rev­ 
enue, and said the changes proposed 
would reduce internal taxation a little 
more than 810,000,000. 
Among the pro­ 
visions of the bill was one extending and 
liberalizing the drawback sections of 
th e law. 
Under the existing statute 
any citizen of tho United States could 
im port an article, pay duty upon it, 
matte it into a complots product, export 
It, and th e government refunded OO per 
cen t of the duty paid on the raw m ate­ 
rial. 
T he 
committee 
recommended 
th a t hereafter the government should 
retain only I per cent. 
I 
T his gave the people of the United 
States practically free raw material for 
th e export trad*'. 
The committee said 
to 
the capitalists 
of 
the country: 
••If you think 
you can go into the 
foreign markets with free raw material 
we give you within I per cent of free 
raw material and you try and see what 
yon Cando.” 
[Laughter.] 
This pro­ 
vision completely disposed of what had 
sometimes seemed an almost unanswer­ 
able argum ent urged by 
gentlemen on 
th e other side that if the manufacturers 
only had free raw material 
they could 
com pete in the markets of the world. 
W hat was the cornplai ut. against the 
bill? 
Was It that it would stop exports 
tion and Interfere with our foreign mar 
bets? 
T he 
foreign 
m arkets 
were 
as 
accessible 
as 
under 
exist 
ing law. 
They were as accessible under 
th e bill as they would be under absolute 
free trade. 
f 
N otw ithstanding all 
eroakings 
we 
were now exporting more products than 
a t any time in our history. 
Our exports 
had increased 35 
per cent more than the 
exports 
from 
free-trade 
Great 
Britain. 
The accumulations, 
of 
our 
working 
classes 
exceeded 
those of the working classes of ever' 
country. 
The public debt of the United 
States per capita was less than th at of 
any nation of the world. 
We lead all 
nations in agriculture 
and 
mining. 
Could any nation furnish such evidences 
of prosperity? 
Yet men were found to 
talk about the restraints we put upon 
trade. 
T he greatest good to the g reat­ 
est number, the largest opportunity for 
hum an endeavor, were the maxims upon 
which our protective 
system rested. 
[Applause.] 
Mr. Milts, of Texas, followed. 
He de­ 
clared th at this was the firs* 
bill th at 
had come before the Amor cen people 
w ith its mask torn of!—like a Highway­ 
man demanding their 
purses. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
To check Importation was to 
check exportation. 
Split hairs as you 
may, no man could show that we m ight 
sell without buying. 
When wo refused 
to take the products of other nations, 
th a t refusal was an interdiction against 
our exports and as we removed tile b ar­ 
riers to free exchange we increased our 
trade. 
Mr. Mills criticised the provisions of 
th e bill relating to hides, tin-plate, and 
sugar, and then said;

W hile much sympathy is felt and ex­ 
pressed for the sisters, their methods of 
administration excite only indignation. 
T he Quebec government allows them 
8100 for each patient and in the seven­ 
teen years this has been granted they 
have paid for their farm and all debts of 
the community. 
It is now known th a t many of the 
wards were locked, and that in cases 
k where the firemen did not break in the 
doors scores of people perished misera-

TEE EDUCATIONAL LAW OF OER­ 
MANY. 
It is exceedingly difficult to reeoneila 
the course of the German Lutherans in 
this state with their ad rn it rat ion 
for 
the school laws of Germany. There is 
no oountry in all Europe, as the Gazette 
has frequently said, that has a more pro­ 
gressive educational law than the land cf 
Lather. The Ben nett law cannot compare, 
from a compulsory point of view, with the 
stringent German law on that subject, 
and there is no German in in all the state 
but that entertains the highest regard- 
one which is almost nacred—for the com­ 
pulsory educational law of his native 
country. 
The public schools io Germany are 
controlled by the government. 
The 
Lutheran religion is the state religion 
The Lutheran minuter is the superin­ 
tendent or inspector of the schools in his 
parish or district, and the teachers of the 
schools are employed by the government 
The school year begins at Easter, and 
continues for forty two weeks, and all 
children reaching the age of six years 
must attend sonool regularly during the 
forty-two weeks for eight years, aud 
should the parents neglect or refuse to 
oomply with the law, they are summoned 
before a court to make answer to the 
charges preferred against them. 
Take a practical illustration of this 
feature of the German law which is far 
more severe than anything ever enacted 
by the legislature of Wisconsin. A Ger­ 
man teacher tells the Gazette that in the 
province of Hanover where he tanght 
school only a few years ago, was a man 
who bad five children whom he neglect­ 
ed to Bend to school. On refusing to 
heed a notification that he must etraight- 
foith put his children to school. He was 
summoned before a court and was sen­ 
tenced to fourteen days imprisonment. 
There is no state law in the Union so 
I tringent as that, and if such a law is the 
crowning glory of Germany, why is not 
something like it good for Wisconsin? 
Will some Lutheran who is opposed to 
the educational law of Germany make 
answer to this question ?

A W onderful D isco v er/ W hich Ma y H ave 
M e n / In te re stin g R esults. 
One of the most wonderful dis­ 
coveries in science that have been 
made within the last year or two is the 
fuct that a beam of light produced 
sound. A beam of sunlight is thrown by 
a lens on a glass vessel that contains 
lampblack, colored silk or worsted, or 
other substances. 
A disk having slits 
or openings cut in is made to revolve 
swiftly in this beam of light, so as to 
cut if up, thus making alternate t’ashos 
of light and shadow. 
On putting the 
ear to the glass vessel, strange sounds 
are heard so long as the flashing beam 
is falling on the vessel. 
Recently a more wonderful discovery 
has been made. 
A beam of sunlight 
is made to pass through a prism, so as 
to produce what is 
called a solar 
spectrum, or rainbow. 
The disc is 
turned, and the color light of the 
rainbow is made to break through it. 
Now, place the ear to the vessel con­ 
taining the silk, wool or other material 
As the color lights of the spectrum fall 
upon it sounds will be given by differ­ 
ent parts of the spectrum, and there 
will be silence in other parts. 
For instance, if the vessel contains 
red worsted, and the green light flashes 
upon it, loud sounds will be given. 
Only feeble sounds will be heard when 
tho red and blue parts of the rainbow 
fall upon the vessel, and other colors 
make no sound at all. 
Green 
silk 
gives sound best in red light. 
Every 
kind of material gives more or less 
sound in different color, and utters no 
sound in others. 
The discovery is a 
strange one, and it is thought more 
wonderful things will come from it.

Some P opular Fallacies A bout th e B ird 
* 
Corrected. 
There 
are certain old traditions 
about the ostrich which. I have been 
told by the owner of the California 
ranch, are fallacious, says a writer in 
St. Nicholas. 
He says that tho os­ 
trich does not bury his head in the 
sand and imagine he is unobserved by 
his enemies, 
On the contrary, he is 
a very pugnacious bird and always 
ready for a fight. 
Nor does the female 
ostrich lay her eg#8 in the sand for 
the sun to hatch them. 
To do them 
justice, they are quite domestic, and 
deserve a better reputation. 
Nor is 
the ostrich ever used for riding, as ho 
has an exceptionally weak back; any 
person m ight break it with a blow 
from an ordinary cane. 
His strength lies in his great breast 
and his feet. 
He has one great claw 
and a very small one, and with a ter­ 
rible precision he can bring down the 
large claw with a cruel force that 
will tear open anything not made of 
sheet iron. 
Savage birds at best, they are dan- 
gero isly so during breeding 
time. 
The twenty-two birds brought to our 
California ranch trusted to their in­ 
stinct and laid their eggs during the 
California winter, which corresponds 
to their summer south of the Equator. 
It being tho rainy season, the nests 
were filled with water and the eggs 
were chilled; so the first season of 
their American sojourn was a failure. 
The ostrich makes its nest by roll­ 
ing in the sand and scooping out a 
hole 601110 six feet in diameter, and, 
excepting an incubator house, the 
California ranch requires no buildings 
for the use of the birds, though the 
land is divided off into pens fenced in, 
about an acre in extent, for the use of 
the breeding birds, every pair oecupy- 
| ing one such inclosure. 
1 


One of th e G reatest Cariosities in th e 
United States. 
N atural Bridge, on Pine Creek, in 
the northern part of Gila County, is 
one of the greatest natural curiosities 
in the United States, equaling, if nol 
surpassing, the Natural Bridge of Vir­ 
ginia, says the Boston T ranscript 
It 
spans the creek at a height of about 
200 feet, and the walls of the canon 
rise above it on either side 700 or 800 
feet, and on one side form a perpen­ 
dicular precipice. 
The bridge is of 
lime formation, and the inside of the 
great arch, which is some 250 feet 
across, is worn by the water as smooth 
as though chiseled by the skillful hand 
of a stonemason. 
The arch on top is 
nearly, if not quite, 400 feet in width. 
1.000 feet in length across the canon, 
and at the thinnest part only six feet 
through. 
About the center of the arch 
is a hole large enough to admit tho 
body of a man, and through which one 
can look down into the crystal pool ol 
water 200 feet below. 
The dike which forms the bridge ex­ 
tends in a sweeping curve up the right 
side of the stream, and, together with 
the bridge proper, affords a surface 
area of about a hundred acres of fer­ 
tile land, which David Cowan has con­ 
verted into a tine farm. 
A spring is­ 
sues from the right side of the canon 
at a height to admit of the water being 
easily conducted to any portion of the 
farm, and the volume is great enough 
to fill a ditch four feet wide and two 
feet deep, and to irrigate much more 
land than is available for cultivation. 
The cl:mate at the bridge is exceed­ 
ingly equable, being warmer in sum­ 
mer and much milder in winter than 
that of the surrounding country, and 
to this fact is ascribed the wonderful 
variety of vegetable growth, number­ 
ing some two hundred and fifty species 
of trees, vines, shrubs and plants. The 
vicinity abounds in numerous fossils 
and shells, and wherever moisture per­ 
colates through the calcareous rock 
beautiful stalact tea are formed. 
Un­ 
derneath the 
bridge are numerous 
caves, some of which have never been 
explored, and which are lined with 
these opaque cones, resembling huge 
icicles.
